Building Managers Offer Practical Suggestions in De- 
signing of Big C hicago | Structure 


For two days, April 21 and 22, 
a committee composed of leaders 
in the profession of building man- 
agement conferred with represen- 
tatives of 8S. W. Straus & Co. and 
their architects, Graham, Ander- 
son, Probst & White, one of the 
leading architectural firms in 
America.

21, 
when the new building planning service committee of the National 
Association of Bullding Owners and Managers, of which organization 
the local association is a member, received its first commission from 
S. W. Straus & Co., to analyze the plans of the new Straus Building, 
the caissons of which are now being sunk on the site of the structure 
at the corner of Michigan and Jackson Boulevards, in Chicago.

Q.: What Is the most approved 
position of the driver’s hands on 
the steering wheel?

N.. would think that Californians 
QO would live more outdoors than any 

other people, but such is not the case, 
The English, damp though their clitaate be, 
live outdoors far more than we do. We 
may eat, eat, sleep out, but we do not. if 
we do not, why not’ 

It«wause we do not garden as well as the 
English do. When we make our gardens 
comfortable, then we shall live in them. 
After we have made them comfortable, we 
may beautify them to complete the attrac- 
tion, How many, think you, ever garden by 
such « program-—-comfort first, beauty sec 
ondary. First, we need ai garden-house, 
what easterners and the English -call a 
summer-house. We do not understand the 
term. Have the garden-house as far from 
the dwelling as possible, so there will be no 
competition close at hapd—no rival attrac- 
tion. 

If the garden is a large one, have several 
garden-houses. Why not plen first for com- 
fort? Arbors and covered seats should be 
e@verywhere. Then provide for entertain- 
ment. Have something for young and old. 
Swings for the little ones, tennis courts, 
basketball courts, croquet grounds, bowling 
greens, quoits, etc.. are a few things one 
may have. Then comes a water garden, 
sun dial, palm grotto, fernery, rockery. 
bog garden, rose garden, cactus garden, 
xroups of one kind of tree and all that 
makes for strength of character in the gar- 
den, Firat thing you know we shall be liv- 
ing outdoors.

Care of Carnations 

Keep carnations growing vigorously 
throughout the, summer months and keep 
the aspiring. upright flowering shoots 
pinched as soon as they begin to “aspire.” 
They should not be allowed to flower now, 
for carnation flowers are never good dur- 
ing hot weather and all the strength 
should accumulate for that supreme effort 
we expect of them in the cool months of 
early winter. About the first of September 
is early enough to stop the pinching and if

HERE the Colorado River is a gentle 
stream,. fowing leisurely at the rate 
of eight miles an hour through rib- 
bons of fresh greenery along the California- 
Arizona border, a great crescent of 80,000 

acres of alluvial valley has been made on 

the California side in eastern § Riverside 

county, at a place in the course some 260 
feet above the level of the sea. 

This valley, once farmed by the Indians, 


bears the attractive name of Palo Verde 
Greenwood, Since development in the 
hands of white farmers, especially the 


growers of cotton, began in 1908, the valley 
has become widely known for the amazing 
fertility and rapid cropping capacity of its 
soll. im the brief period of fifteen years 
almost half the acreage has been brought 
under intensive cultivation, a splendid irri- 
gation system has been constructed, towns 
have sprung up, the railroad has come in, 
and the population has grown to more 
than 5000. 


In Palo Verde Valley, the question of 
maintaining soil fertility has been partly 
solved by Nature. A delta deposit in the 
beginning, created by the shifting of the 
river's channel, the valley was, in earlier 
times, reanimated annually, or frequently, 


ty the overflow of the river. Since man and 


his science took hold, the inundations have 
been discouraged by the construction of 
standard levees. But the rich silt from the 
river is being incorporated into the soil 
more than ever by means of constant irri- 
ration. 


The Palo Verde Valley first attracted real 
attention as a new and exceptionally prom- 
ising habitat for cotton. The first settlers 
came mainly trom the cotton fields of the 
South, transplanting homes and industry at 
one bound to the rich new field. Nor were 
expectations disappointed. Not only did the 


irrigated lands produce large crops, but the— 


cotton was also of a quality to command a 
premium on the market. Eight gins have 
been erected in various parts of the valley. 

For many years cotton was about all that 
the Palo Verde farmers seemed to know. 
Then came the slump in the market. Other 
crops that had been tried on a small scale 
with great snecess, were now planted ex- 
tensively. Fruits, vegetables, everything 
that was put out gave immediate response. 
The ranchers are now beginning to believe 


that their land is altogether “too good” for 
cotton. 


The increasing diversity of the crops is 
reflected in last year’s division of acreage. 
Cotton maintained the lefd with 16,200 
meres. Hut then came alfalfa with 6700:

3300 acres were in grain and 2800 in mis. 
cellaneous garden and orchard creps. 

Recently, the ranchers have awakened 
to the profitable possibilities in timely crop- 
ping. to take advantage of early and tate 
markets, as practiced in Imperial Valley. 
Their climate is similar to § Imperial’s. 
though a trifile cooler. But the winter frosts 
do not tend to delay such crops as lettuce 
and asparagus later than the Imperial prod. 
uce, while the spring warmth comes on so 
rapidly that tomatoes, melons and fruits 
ripen early. 

Last year 573 acres were planted to let- 
tuce with great profit. The lettuce, planted 
in late summer, ripened from December to 
March. Asparagus is ready for the market 
in February, tomatoes in May. Melons ripen 
early and late: cantaloupes to catch the 
first summer trade and casabas to sel] at 
Christmas time. 

The growing of early table grapes is 
meeting with wide popularity these days. 
The desert vineyards yield heavily and are 
able to beat the time of the older grape 
districts by from two to six weeks. Pale 
Verde Valley can send Thompson seediess 
grapes to market as early as June 20 and

The company ix 
soon to begin the shipping in of carloads of 
Holstein cows, which it will sell to reliable 
dairymen on time. The extensive intererts

‘the milk that can possibly be produced. 


early Malagas by July 10. Up to this year 
€18 acres of vineyards have been planted. 
That is shortly to be tripled. 

The climatic conditions of the valley are 
favorable to practically all of the deciduous 
fruits. The olive may be grown there with 
excellent results. One rancher has about 
}00 pomegranate trees, from which fine 
vields of large, well-colored fruits are gath- 
ered. Certain varieties of dates are be- 
lieved to be suited to the environment. but 
the industry has not yet been developed 
commercially. 

Probably the mcst promising of decidu- 
cus fruits for Palo Verde Valley is the apri- 
cot. While the cultural advantages are alike 
for all of the deciduous fruits, and good 
yields may be counted on, the apricot may 
be ripened there quite a little earlier than 
in the sections nearer tite coast, or farther 
east. Early Newcasties have ripened fruit 
in April, though May .ie a safer harvest 
mcon to depend upon. 

Alfalfa, very popular and pleasant’ to 
handle, yields crops every four weeks from 
April to December, totaling between eight 
and ten ton sto the acre. Water is so cheap 
and so big a head is available. that the bor-

The Palo Verde Valley holds weter rights 
dating back to the filing of Col. Thomas 
Biythe in 1877. The water is taken out of 
the river at the head of the valley through 
a concrete intake constructed in a natural 
wall of granite. From the main canal the 
water is diverted into a settling basin, to 
flow back into the distributing arteries, re- 
lieved of about 60 per cent of its solid mat. 
ter. 

In addition to the 225 miles of canals «und 
ditches, the valley has an elaborate system 
of drainage now in process of construction. 
The main drain is ten feet deep and will 
extend, when completed, from the north 
end of the valley through the center to 
comect with a natural drain in the form 
of a lagoon. The engineers in charge of 
drainage and flood protection are alse 
straightening out the course of the river 
by a series of “snooflys” and excavations. 
The work this year is redirecting the river 
into its old channel of 1857 near Ehernburg, 
eliminating the bend where the high waters 
broke through late last spring upon the 
south end of the valley. 


The present irrigation system is capable 
of watering 65,000 acres. The plans for util 
izing low areas for settling basins, and the 
straightening of the course of the river. will 
eventaally reclaim for agriculture and irri 
gation all of the 80.000 acres in the valley. 

Just west of the valley is a fine lev: 
mesa about 100 feet higher. having an area 
of 260,000 acres. It is the expectation some 
day, probally not until after the construc. 
ticn of a resevoir dam in the central basin 
of the Colorado River, to reclaim this mesa. 
There the climate is believed to be <uitable 
for citrus fruits. 

Palo Verde Valley is thus looking forward 
tw a tremendous plan of development and

Turkey-Growing and High Prices 

More than one housekeeper wonders why 
the price cf turkeys should soar to 50 cents 
per pound when in prewar times it was not 
more than half as much. The reason is sup- 
ply and demand. The United S@tes census 
for 1590 shows that there were 10,754,000 
turkeys on American farms: of this number 
6.754.000 were roaming over farms east 
What was the show- 
ing in the 1926 census’? The total number 
was reduced to 43,627,028. of which only 
1,580,000 were east of the Mississippi. Since 
then, there may have been some increase, 
due to prevailing high prices, but there has 
not been enough to offset market values 
over the whole country, sotwithstanding the 
siuiden drop in California markets, due to 
an oversupply being rushed to the cities 
just at the time of the last holiday season. 
If high prices continue, we may anticipate 
an increased production, particularly on 
this coast. Considerable progress has been 
made in turkey-farming of late years, re- 
sulting in less mortality among the grow- 
ing stock and also in a decline in disease. 
In California, the San Joaquin and Sactra- 
mento valleys have produced many turkeys 
during late years. With increased knowl. 
edge cf breeding and management, much of

Biack Giants in Place of Turkeys 


In view of the decline of the national 
population of turkeys, it 4s interesting, as 
well as assuring. (6 learn what the New 
Jersey poultry breeders are accomplishing 
with the Black Jersey Giant breed of fowl 
for table purposes. As most people know, 
this is a black breed with yellow legs and 
beak a breed that grows to an unusual 
size; Indeed, it is the largest of the smooth- 
legged vurieties. it is essentially «a meat 
breed, though the hens are good average 
layers of standard brown-shelled exes, and. 
when culled, will often average from 160 
to 175 eggs per hen per year. The male 
birds of the bréed make exvellent capons, 
for which purpose they are largely crown in 
New Jersey to supply the Philadelphia 
market. In this respect, ewing to their 
size and weight, they almost (and in many 
‘causes dot take the place of turkey-meat 
during the holiday season. It is said that 
caponized Jersey Black cock birds will “go” 
aus high as twelve pounds. when not more 
than half grown, while breeding males at 
maturity will weigh over that figure. The 
pullets will lay as early as Reds and Rarred 
Rocks, and weigh. from six to eight pounds. 
D. P. Upham, a leading breeder in New Jer- 
sey, claims the possession of a capon that, 
at nine months. tipped the scales at sixteen 
and one-half pounds. This bird has been 
a feature at leading péultry shows, both 
hast and West, where it has excited much 


the selected specimens. Be that as it may, 
the Canadian vovernment is out with an 
announcement that it can legally grant to 
poultrymen registration § facilities. The 
National Poultry Record Assoviation has 
been organized and has opened a registra- 
tion book to all Canadian breeders of pure- 
bred fowls. Mongreis cannot be retis- 
tered. To qualify for registration, the hens 
must be pure-bred and must have made an 
official record of 200 or more eggs ir one 
year.

Sunshine and Shadow 


Few people realize the importance of sun- 
shine to the health and prosperity of vege- 
table, bird and animal life; should the sun 
fail tc fanction for twenty-four hours, de 
pend upon it this would be a somewhat cold 
and dreary world. Astronomers tell us that 
in this short period of time the temperature 
over the Arctic regions would be warm in 
comparison. Hence the importance of sun 
shine to fow! in confinement, and more par- 
ticularly in the houses, where nearly half 
of the fowls life is spent. Sunshine puri- 
fies; it is inimical to disease germs and bhac- 
teria; it can almost be said to be a food, 
for only under its influence is a healthy de. 
velopment possible. Therefore, build your 
poultry - houses in such a way that the inte. 
rior can be flcoded with sunshine. In a Cali- 
fornia Climate, with proper exposure, this 
is @asily accomplished with the open-front 
style of house; in colder regions, it may be 
necessary to rely on glass, particularly dur- 
ing inclement weather. Fresh air and sun-, 


at this time upon reading the following par 
agraph from the pen of Edward Brown in 
London Feathered World. “In experiments 
conducted at the California University it 
was found that in some cases special feed- 
ing with definite objects in view led to ster- 
ility in animals. in these, however, there 
was found to be by change of diet a some- 
what sudden resumption of fertility, even in 
the case of animals that had been proven 
sterile. This was brought about by feed. 
ing them upon the fresh green leaves of let. 
tuce. The lettuce has always been regarded 
as one of our most valuable vegetables, and 
there can be no question that for animals, 
as well as for human beings, these contain 
elements which conduce to a healthy body. 
The exyeriments named have led to a con- 
clusion that green vegetables, such as let- 
tuce, contain substances which prevent- 
sterility arising from artificial foods, This 
suggests the question whether the effect of 
artificial conditions that is, where animals 
or birds are kept so that they can obtain no 
natural food whatever —the sterility which 
often follows may not be due to the absence 
of such natural food rather than to the con 
fined conditions. It is a well known fact 
that wild animals kept in coological gar- 
dens are very shy in breeding; and if the 
investigations referred to are confirmed fur. 
ther, perhaps the explanation is found in a 
denial of food that is natural to the anima! 
or bird.” It has been presumed that the 
absence of vitamines in both the human 
dietary and in the rations given to farm 
stock was responsible for the presence of 
certain ailments and was also a negative in. 
fluence affecting fecundity. In so far as our 
present ‘knowledge goes. we are ted to be- 
heve that both nourishment and environ- 
ment affect reproduction more or less —just 
how far and to what extent it really is an

The California Farm Bureau Exchange is 
a State organization composed of county 
anits. That is, the individual farmer be- 
comes a member of the county unit, which 
is organized as a nonprofit, nonstock corpo- 
ration, the county units in turn entering into 
a contract with the State exchange to mar- 
ket all grain raised by its members. 


Last season the operation was conducted 
with an option on the part of the igdividual 
grower either to go into the statewide pool 
of grain or to have the exchange market his 
individual crop whenever the individual 

wer decided to sell, for which a service 

rge was made by the exchange. This 
year, however, the exchange is being con- 
ducted on a strictly pool basis; the pool, 
however, being divided into county units, so 
that advantages of location and freight 
rates enjoyed by each individual county 
may be accrued to the members of that 
county. Thus, Imperial county, for example, 
will have its grain marketed through the 
State exchange, but the members will par- 
ticipate only in the returns from the Impe- 
rial Valley grain. 

Last season Imperial countY was organ- 
ized and a membership aggregating per- 
haps 40 per cent of the grain growers was 
secured. Most of this grain was marketed 
* om the individual sale plan, but the farmers 
who belonged to the organization kept such 
close track of the business themselves, 
through directors’ and members’ meetings,

An effort was made this year to 
organize the five southern counties, exclu- 
sive of Imperial county, into one county unit 
but it was found, after a campaign was 
made, that the early season dry weather 
had so reduced the crop prospects that not 
sufficient tonnage was available to justify 
the expense of such an organization at pres- 
ent. It is expected that this organization 
will be perfected next season. 

The northern counties have taken a great 
deal of interest in the exchange plan. Even 
with reduced acreage and tonnage, it is es- 
timated that the State exchange will have 
this year more than three times as much 
grain to market as it had last year. The 
exchange now has something. over a 1,250,- 
000 acres signed up at this time. 

Those interested in the exchange move- 
ment do not believe there is any justifica- 
tion for the present slump in barley and 
wheat in California. There will be no new 
crop bariey available in the State before 
July, with the exception of the Imperial 
Valley crop, which is not sufficient even for 
Southern California requirements. Specula- 
tive interests sell the grain down before it 
is harvested for future delivery in order to 
be able to buy in grain so low that extra

EFFICIENT SPRING 


AND SUMMER 


PRUNING ECONOMICAL PRACTICE 


PRING and summer pruning of decid | 
ous fruit trees can mean much in the 


grow at will and to produce much unneces 
sary and wasteful wood, which must be cut 
off of during the winter pruning. Judicious 
ling of new growth is less wasteful of 
the tree’s energy and is more economical in 
every way. 

By properly handling new growth on 
young trees instead of allowing them to 
grow at will, it is possible to bring them 
into productivity sooner and to bring them 
to a greater degree of fruitfulness. This 
work should be started the first year to get 
the greatest benefits. 

When trees come from the nursery they 
are usually straight whips with a few side 
shoots. It is the exception for these side 
shoots to be sufficiently matured to serve 
as framework branches and, therefore, they 
enough 
to prevent the basal buds from dying. These 
whips should have been cut back at a height 


of twenty-four to thirty inches above the 


ground in order to provide for a wide spac- 
ing of framework limbs. 

During the month of May new shoots 
should grow from the buds on the trunk. 
When these have grown several inches, 
three should be selected to serve as the 
first framework limbs, being spaced at in- 
tervals of six to eight inches and forming 
angles of 120 degrees with each other. All 
other s should have their terminals 
pinched to prevent length growth. The 
practice of removing the extra shoots is 
detrimental, as it reduces the number of 
leaves and therefore cuts down the possi- 
bilities for plant food manufacture. Shoots 
which are pinched back have a rosette of 
leaves and these greatly add to the possi- 
bilfties for plant food manufacture. A 
young tree handled in this manner has an 
opportunity of growing without waste ef- 
fort throughout the entire season. 

In order to outline the spring and sum- 
mer treatment for the second year, it would 
be well to explain the first fall's pruning. 
if the three shoots grow normally, they 
should reach a height of five or six feet. 
They should be cut off at a height of four 
to four and one-half feet from the ground, 
all being at the same height. A small 
amount of thinning out of lateral branches 
also is necessary.

of new growth becomes more difficult. 
Whatever the method used for training 
young trees, it should include handling the 
new growth to prevent waste wood from 
being produced. 

TRAINING BEARING TREES 

Work expended during the spring, and 
summer months in handling new growth on 
bearing trees will save much time and la- 
bor during the dormant pruning. Five or 
ten minutes’ work in the spring and sun 
mer on a tree will save twenty to thirty 
minutes in the winter pruning. 

The main object in handling new growth 
is to direct the growth into more permanent 
wood, whether if be main limbs, branches 
or fruit spurs. If a tree is permitted to grow 
throughout the entire season without re- 
moving the extra shoots, it becomes “ too 
dense and much of the desirable fruitwood 
is shaded, resulting in its being weakened 
or killed. In such a case the fruit bads are 
produced further out where sunlight comes 
im contact with the foliage. Also a greater 
number of branches is grown, which re 
quires the use of a pruning shgars du 
the winter. All of this requires time 


labor. 
In con new some of it 
should be removed entirely, while part 


should be left for fruitwood. The determin- 
ing factor as to whether a shoot should be 
removed or left should be the question of 
whether it is needed. It is a desirable prac 
tice to remove vigorous-growing shoots 
which have an upward tendency. It is dif-

le type of shoot to leave is one which 
has already begun to grow horizontally or 
is a hanging shoot Preference generally 
should be given to shoots growing outward. 
Spacing of shoots should be practiced to 
prevent shading out, and im some cases 
this requires vigorous thinning.

HEAVY SUMMER PRUNING

practice results in a greater number of 
fruit buds being formed because the excess 
growth is thrown into the few remaining 
fruit spurs. 


Such a practice is decidedly detrimental.

“Word was received from Sacramento 
yesterday that the Baker bill, a meastre 
permitting schools to include as an item of 
expenditure the purchase of necessary food 
for undernourished school children, had 
passed the Senate by a vote of twenty- 
three to two and was now in the hands of 
Gov.. Richardson for hig signatwre or veto. 

“As soon as the news of favov-able action 
was received here, Mrs. Charlies F. Gray. 
chairman of the legislative committee of the 
Federation of Parent-Teacher Associations, 
deciared that all persons interested in the 
measure should wire Gov. Richardson ur¢- 
ing his approval of the bill. 


“Favorable action in the Senate was se- 
cured only after overcoming strong oppo- 
sition, which had set up.a powerful lobby to 
defeat the measure. The bill as passed, 
carried in effect the amendments suggested 
and then approved by the parent-teacher 
organizations here, namely: To make the 
action of school boards permissive Instead 
of mandatory in the matter of purchase of 
food, and the striking out of Section 3, 
which related to the penalties attendant to 
the failure of parents to properly feed their 
Offeprings if financially able.

The method is 
termed the “Pointe-Navarre” system of dt- 
rect patification, and is outlined by the 
Literary Digest as follows: 

“It consists éssentially of first moistening 
the grain s0 as to soften it, but In practise 
there are three stages in the operation. The 
firet of these is washing with plentiful 
quantities of running water, thus freeing 
the grain entirely from dust, mold, and 
other impurities much more thoroughly 
than by the dry cleansing commonly em- 
ployed in mills. After washing, the wheat 4s 
soaked in pure warm water (drinking wa- 
ter at a temperature of 35 deg. cent.) In 
which ome per cent of sea salt has been dis- 
solved. This maceration continues for fif- 
teen to twenty-four hours, according to the 
hardness of the grain. At the end of this 
time the latter has absorbed an amount of 
water equal to 65 or 70 per cent of its or- 
iginal weight. 

“The grain is now ready for the third |... 
stage of the operation which consists in 
passing it through an apparatus devised by 
M. Navarre. ‘Phis mechanism adopts a 
principle similar to that of the mechanical 
colanders employed by, modern canning 
campanies:in making preserves or jams, in 
order to separate the pulp of the fruit from 
thé skins, tips and seeds.

A person with 
this abnormal craving awakens with a bad 
breath, when the breath should be sweet. 
He craves food immediately upon arising. 
If be does not eat at regular periods, a 
gnawing or burning begins in the stomach; 
but as hunger is never recognised from the 
sensations of the stomach, this de 
sire for food is abnormal. It really comes 
from an irritation of the mucus membrane 
of the stomach, and food only produces a 
fermentation which temporarily paralyzes 
or deadens the sensations. Anyone tn such 
a condition should live on a non-irritating 
diet, as fruit, vegetables and milk or but- 
termilk, observing closely the general 
dietary laws. 

“As proper digestion is governed by the 
sensation of hunger and the taste of food 
in the mouth, it is evident that digestive 
disturbances will occur when food is eaten 
without a real hunger. Digestive distarb 
ances need not necessarily be painful or

Mastication is simply the art of 
giving. proper mouth consideration to what 
ig eaten, the cultivation of a normal desire 
for natural foods, and the delicate joy of 
tasting them. The sensations of taste and 
hunger, unless made abnormal through mis 
use, are competent and accurate guides to 
follow as to the needs of the body for food. 
“When mastication is ignored, the keen 
desire for food becomes blunted, and only a 
sense of repletion, of stuffiness or fullness, 
indicates it is time to stop eating, and then 
a dessert is added to make it conclusive. 
“It ie difficult to understand why some 
people, who ‘live to eat.’ rob themselves of 
most, if not all, the pleasure of eating, by 
gulping down their food without tasting it. 
“All solid foods require thorough masti- 
cation. No food should enter the stomach 
except as a liquid. Some foods require 
more insalivation than others. This is es- 
pecially true of starches—bread, potatoes, 
cereals. Mushes, soft cereals and other 
‘sloppy’ foods should be eaten sparingly. 
as they ordinarily receive little insalivation 
and require it most. Milk ts a food, and 
should always be eaten or sipped, not 
Grank.

velopment of recent years: 
fact it is only since the scarcity of domestic 
help, coupled with the high cost of such 
help, has made labor-saving devices a neces- 
sary economy in most homes, that kitch- 
en has been given much thought the 
house is planned. 

Now even the most modest home has cer- 
tain kitchen features that would have 
evoked heart-felt praise from our mothers 
and grandmothers. We have become 680 ac- 
customed to running water, a sink, a cooler 
a refrigerator, a gas range and to conventi- 
ent cupboards that they make little impres- 
sion upon us. But they are worthy of ap 
preciation, just as they are of forethought 
in planning.
